After thanking the crowd of sup¬ 
porters and well-wishers which 
jammed city council chambers and 
overflowed into the hallway to 
celebrate her inauguration Monday, 
January 2, Charlotte Moro, Car- 
bondale’s first-ever woman mayor, 
appointed Francis Dottle as police 
chief and John Kearney as the city’s 
finance director. 

Kearney has been a director of the 
Carbondale Area School Board and 
Democratic city chairman, and Mrs. 
Moro feels he has the qualifications 
and the experience for the job. She 
pledged to woo state and federal 
governments for loans and grants to 
help the city out with its money 
problems, “With my friend State 
Senator Robert Mellow being the first 
one I’ll comer.’’ Senator Mellow was 
in attendance at Monday’s 
ceremony. 

“I won’t say the city is in bad 
shape,” Mrs. Moro said, “it’s in very, 
very bad shape.” 

Mrs. Moro said she would take on 
some of the duties of the city ad¬ 
ministrator until she can find 
someone who would meet the 
qualifications for the job, stating that 
applications she has received were 
not satisfactory for such a respon¬ 
sible, important city position. 

However, the new mayor’s ap¬ 
pointments and the city’s financial 
woes were overshadowed by the 
pomp and circumstance of Monday’s 
proceedings which began at 12:15 
p.m. when Judge James Munley 
administered the oath of office to city 
councilmen. John Moran replaced 
Mrs. Moro on the council and is the 
only new face among those who took 
the oath. Reelected were Albert 
Calzola, Andrew Leo, Frank Grecco 
Jr. and Donald McDonough. Mrs. 
Moro was then sworn in, making 
Carbondale history, as the first 
female ever elected to the city’s 
highest office. Her short, impromptu 
remarks were well-received by the 
audience.
